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VOLUNTEER EXAMINER PROGRAM 


If you have ever wondered about the CANTON VOLUNTEER EXAMINER 
PROGRAM, here are some facts that might interest you. 


We did the first test session in August of 1984, under the 
direction of the Dayton Amateur Radio Association. At that session, we 
tested in the morning and afternoon, handling about 80 people in all. 
From that point on, the ARRL offered a VE program and we choose to use 
them as the Volunteer Examiner Coordinator. Under the ARRL program, our 
first test session was given in February of 1985. We have continued to 
Qive four sessions per year, in February, May, August and November 
since that date. As of the last session in May of this year, not 
counting the DARA session, we have handled 824 people. Out of that 824, 
439 people have upgraded for a pass rate of 53%, Of course many people 
leave the session with credit for* having passed a test element without 
getting an upgrade. The 4239 that upgraded, is-made up .of 18 Novices, 


204 Technicians W/code, 30 Technicians w/o Code, 75. Generals, 70 
Advanced and 42 Extra Class-licenses. 
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People who have at one time or another helped over the years aret 
WBAU, WABAIU, WDSPCG, NK8S, WASADA, who were in on the early sessions. 
The present roster of Helpers include:KESMF, KK8D, KD8XD, NN&M, AASHB, 
NM8Q, WC8W, WEBRZQ, KBBNR, KASUSE, WDSLFM, WELNK, NSAIM, KESG, KDB8JIN, 
- AASFE, NMBK, W8FEC, WASMKH, WASAIU, AND KB8GHZ. They are all registered 
VE’s but I can not omit K8JZN who opens the place up for us and also 
helps out with a lot of chores. We are extremely fortunate to have such 
a fine facility that offers parking space, easy access, restrooms, a 
copier and an elevator, as well as a quiet atmosphere to give the tests 
in. So I don’t want to omit Ed Cox, who allows us to use the facility 
four times a year. 


I want to take this opportunity to offer my THANKS in appreciation 
for the great team of people we have. Without their willingness to give 
up a Saturday morning, the program would not exist. THANKS TEAM.

YOU SHOULD KNOW THAT MA ne R_FO 
1) Remember to “bring your Original License (if you are licensed), and a 
copy of the original. If you don*t have your original, we will. test you 
but will not issue an uporade, only a credit certificate. To get the up 


grade and release your 610 form to the FCC, you will have to send the 
original license to the ARRL/VE with a S.A.S.E. 


2) Bring another form of indentification, like a drivers license. Young 
people may need a birth certificate as a form of identification. (This 
is an FCC requirement.) 


3) Try to bring the right change (at present it is $5.40). Please avoid 
large bills if at all possible, we are not equipped to handle 50.00 
bills and would prefer to not handle $20.00 bills. A check made out to 
the ARRL/VEC, is a more convenient form of payment for us. 


4) State clearly what tests you want to take. It really helps if you 
know the elements you want. Here is a list that may be helpful. 


Element 2 is the Novice theory 
Element 3A is the Technician theory 
Element 3B is the General theory. 
Element 4A is the Advanced theory 
Element 4B is the Extra theory 


Element 1A is the S Word per Minute Code 
Element 1B is the 13 Word per Minute Code 
Element 1C is the 20 Word per Minute Code 


Novice requires Elements 1A and 2 

Technician No Code requires Elements 2 and 3A 

Technician with High Frequency requires Elements 1A, 2 and 3A 
General requires Elements 1B, 2, 3A, and 3B 

Advanced requires Elements 1B, 2, 2A, 3B and 4A 

Extra requires Elements 1C, 2, SA, 3B, 4A and 4B 


Remenber also that if you pass a 20 WFM Code out of the starting 
gate (first time you take code test), you have one years credit and do 
not need to take any other code test as long as the credit is valid. 


Similiarly, if you pass 13 WPM. code, you da not need to take 5 WPM.

Keep in mind that your present license is credit for the Elements 
you had to Pass to get that ticket, 


A C.8.C.E, (Certificate of Successful Completion of Examination) is 
also credit for elements passed. a at 


If you have special handicap needs and. need assistance with the 
tests, PLEASE call ahead of time, at least one week in ‘advance of “the 
test, so we can make arrangements to help you. Explain your situation 
$0 that the VE can determine what must be done at the site and what you 


must have to get the assistance. The number -to call for Canton only, is 
(216) 453-5896, rie ¢ 


Also, make sure that YOU understand the requirements for. .needing 
special help.» These are published and information can be obtained from 
the ARRL by calling (20%) 666-1541. 


It is important to help us set up the tests, to know as much ahead 
of time how many people we can expect that day. A call one week ahead 
of the date is appreciated, the night before is better than nothing at 
all. : ee : 4 


And finally, we will turn no one away that shows up at the test 
site if we can help it. However, we as VE’s do have a mandate by the 
FCC and ARRL to run the testing in what we determine as a fair and 
proper manner. ,

SIMULATED DISASTER DRILL 


Ashland Oil Company in desiring to try out their newly implemented 
Disaster Flan, notified Ed Cox of their intentions. Being a requirement 
to have a yearly drill in Stark County, Ed set up the drill and told 
Ashland Oil it was their drill, 0 they ‘should decide what the 
Simulated disaster would be. With parnt.of- Ashland Oil] in Canton ana 
part of it in Canton Township, both were notified of the “proposed 


simulated drill. 


The Ohio Disaster Service and the Federal Emergency Management 
Agency, sent in representatives to evaluate the drill. Their evaluation 
was good in most of the criteria. The one shortfall, (which is true in 
most drills) was communications. With Ashland Oil, Canton Fire, Canton 
Township Fire, Ambulances, Sheriff’s Deputies and Canton Police all on 
different frequencies, they were unable to communicate with each other. 
After the Sheriff’s Communications Van arrived, it was able to tie most 
units together. After maybe 45 minutes had elapsed, Ashland Oil 
provided the Communications Van with one of their radios and 
communications started to smooth out. 


Then to add to the confusion, the County Emergency Operating Center 
was opened for business and° then Canton opened their EOC. 
Representatives from various agencies were requested to report to the 
EOC to see if they were needed but did not know both EOC’s were open 
and did not know which one to report .to.. Dies woke i e- 

All in all, a lot of things were brought out that needs to be 
thought about should the real disaster happen. 


The only Amateur Radio operations were the Packet attempt to 
contact Columbus EOC. Chuck made contact with Columbus but there was no 
one to receive the message as the stations radios were not on. Our club 
VHF station and the HF station was activated but did not receive a 
request to use them. Contact was made on the VHF DSA frequency, which 
the secretary has on her desk at the State EOC. 


How can Amateur Radio Operators get experience in providing needed 
emergency communications???? The answer is participating in local nets 
and Fublic Service events. That is the reason for the Field Day Event, 
to get experience of setting up communications network in remote areas. 


Upcoming Public Service that you can participate in, is the Air 
Show on July 18th and 19th, Kick-off Sunday 10K race the morning of 
July 26 and the Parade in the afternoon. Then the Grand-daddy, the 
Grand HOF Parade on Saturday August ist. Help is still needed for the 
Air Show and Kick-off Sunday. Hope you will volunteer your services.

and Judy NSAIM the Kick-off Parade. Bill will take volunteers for all 
three events.
